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165. The method of Claim 163, further comprising: 

receiving a second order for one or more of said plurality of electronic 
commerce system products or services; 

generating a second profile, said second profile comprising said second order 
and specifying a recurrence for said second order, wherein said second order 
automatically recurs one or more times according to said specification; and 

wherein said second profile further specifies a second recurrence interval upon 
elapse of which said second order is to recur. 

166. The method of Claim 157, further comprising: 

allowing a user to modify said first profile. 

167. The method of Claim 166, wherein said allowing further comprises allowing said user 
to add one or more of said plurality of electronic commerce system products oi- 
services to said first order. 

168. The method o( Claim 166, whciein said allowing fui lher comprises allowing said user 
lo remove one oi* more of said plurality of electronic commerce system pi-oducls or 
services from said first order. 

169. The method of Claim 166, wherein said allowing fui ther comprises allowing said usci* 
to modify said recurrence. 

1 70. The method of Claim 1 57, wherein said receiving lurlher coinprises receiving said 
first order foi' products or services into a shopping cart and further wherein said 
generating furlhcr comprises generating said first profile from said shopping carl in 
response to a single action by a user.

173. The method of Claim 1 57, wherein said first order for products or services may be 
specified in unit quantities or lot quantities. 

1 74. An electronic commerce system comprising: 

at least one server computer capable of communicating with a browser syslem 
located at a remote client computer over a network; 
said at least one server computer comprising: 

an order management system operative to receive a first order for one 
or more of a plurality of electronic commerce system products or services 
corresponding to web files; 

said order management system further operative to generate a first 
profile comprising said first order and specifying a recurrence for said first order; and 

said order management system being responsive to said first profile and 
causing said first order to automatically recur one or more times according to said 
specification. 

1 75. The electronic commerce system of Claim 1 74 wherein said order management 
system comprises a mainframe computer. 

1 76. The electronic commerce system of Claim 1 74 wherein said web files are operalivcK' 
coupled to a web site associated with said elccti-onic commerce syslem. 

The electronic commerce system of Claim 1 74, wherein said order managemenl 
system is furtiier operative to initiate shipment of said first order to a user according 
lo said first prollle.

181. The electronic commerce system of Claim 174, wherein said first profile further 
specifies a first recurrence interval upon elapse of which said first order is to recur. 

182. The electronic commerce of Claim 181, wherein said first profile further specifies the 
regularity of said first recurrence interval. 

183. The electronic commerce of Claim 181, wherein said order management system is 
further operative to: 

receive a second order for one or more of said plurality of electronic 
commerce system products or services; and 

generate a second profile, said second profile comprising said second order 
and specifying a recurrence for said second order, wherein said second order 
aulomatically recurs one or more times according to said specification; and 

wherein said second profile lurlhcr specifics a second recurrence interval upon 
elapse of which said second order is to recur. 

1 84. The electronic commerce system of Claim I 74, wherein said order management 
system is further operative to allow a user to modify said first profile. 

185. T he electronic commerce system of Claim 184, wherein said order management 
system is further operative to allow said user to add one or more ol said pkirality of 
electronic commerce system products or services to said first order.

189. The electronic commerce system of Claim 174, wherein said first order for products 
or services may be specified in caches or bulk. 

The electronic commerce system of Claim 1 74, wherein said first order for products 
or services may be specified in caches or cases. 

191. The electronic commerce system of Claim 174, wherein said first order for products 
or services may be specified in unit quantities or lot quantilies. 

192. A method for facilitating electronic comnierce through a network, said network 
comprising at least one server computer capable of communicating with a browser 
system located at a icniolc client computer, the method comprising: 

(a) establishing an automated order in icsponse to the browser system: 

(b) repetitively sending a product oi" providing a service in response to (a). 

193. The method of Claim 192 wherein (a) comprises creating a standing oi cler profile.

(c) receiving a first order for one or more of a plurality of products or 
services corresponding to web files, wherein (a) is responsive lo the first order.
